MARTYR", IN CHINA. 

ICecapltulution of MIShioHarleB Killfil 
And MlulNg. 

New York. Oct. 9.— A complete list 
sf Protestant missionaries' known to 
l av.' l)cen killed from the beginning of 
tbe Boxer movement to Sept. 5, has 
been received by the American Bible 
toclety from Rev. John R. Hykes, D. 
])., its agent In Shanghai. In the list 
there are 178 people killed and miss- 
ing; of tbe latter very few, If 
r.ny. will escape. Of these 66 are 
men, 73 women (41 married and 32 
single), and 39 children. In the total 
there are 69 Americans, of whom 
are men, 24 women (16) married and 
8 Single) and SO children. Total killed, 
about whose death there can not be 
any question, 11 men, C married wo- 
men, 13 siugle women, 13 children, to- 
tal 43. ot whom 8 men. 1 married wo- 
man. 6 single womte, S children, total 
13. were Americans. Of those in Tal 
Yuen Ku who were unquestionably 
massacred, July 9, 10 were men, 9 mar- 
ried women. 4 single women, 7 chil- 
dren, total 30, all British. 

There are still some missionaries in 
the provinces of Kansuh and K.vei- 
chow, who have not been heard from 
for some time, but there is good reason 
to hope that they will get to places of 
■afetr. 

Work of Years Wiped Out 

Chicago, Oct. 9.— In a letter to Miss 
E. Ward of the Woman's Presbyterian 
k>oard ot missions. Mrs. U B. Neal, a 
missionary, says that the Boxer upris- 
ing in China has wrought irreparable 
injury to missionary work In China. 
The writer says: "The work of years 
is wiped out. the Christians terrified, 
scattered, fobbed of^fii^r all. and many 
Of them massacred, rni 1 all Manchuria. 
Chihli and Shan Tung already swept 
clean of all missfonaries, and the flrst 
two of all large mlMlon stations, while 
the whole Interior of China. !■ being 
cleared Of foretgners of erery deecrip' 
tlon.*^ 

SumKesta m Plan. 

Washington, Oct. 9.— Chinese Minis- 
ter Wu Ting Fang rays that If the 
powers regard it as essential that the 
emperor and empress dowager should 
return to Peking he is confident this 
can be brought about by giving posi- 
tive assurance for the personal safety 
of their majesties and then, as plain 
evidence ot this assurance, directing 
that tbe bulk of the allied forces now 
at Peking le withdrawn to Tien Tsin, 
Yang Tsun or some other point, leav- 
ing only a few hundred troop* t Pe

'Washington, Oct. 9.— Acting Sccri?- 
tary Melk.ejol.n of tho war di;)a: ti.:i ut 
sent the following letter da>.ed Oct. i> 
to Hon. W. J. Bryan: Dear Sir— In the 
press reports of your address at Tip- 
ton, Ind., In which you referred to the 
oveitliiow of hiiuian slave ly in the 
United Stales, re.'iuiting from the sue 
cess of the armies of the Union, you 
are also reported as saying in that 
connr< tion: "We fought then for the 
adoption of a constitution il ann'nd- 
ment that provided thai no man could 
own a slave, and yet before the Philip- 
pine war was ended, we have the Sulu 
treaty wlii.li recognizes slavery." Per- 
mit me to invite your altciill .n to the 
following extract from the treaty of 
the secretary of war to Major Qenerul 
H. S. Otis, .(unniandinp; the Ciilcl 
Slat s foi< .s in tin- I'liilippines uud'T 
date of Oct. 27, is:i:t: "The p.w .-iid' ul 
instructs me to advise you thai the 
agreement signed Aug. 30, 1899, be- 
tween Hii.alier Ccnerr.l .lo'.in C. 
Bates, reprcs-'iitiiig tlic lJnit< I .srate.-^, 
of one part, the Sultan of .lolo, tlic 
Dato Rajah Muda, the Dato Atlik. the 
Dato Calbi and the Dato Joakanain of 
tbe other |'a;t, is confirmed and ap- 
proved, subject to the action of con- 
gress provided for In that tdause of the 
treaty of peace between the United 
States and Spain which provides, 'the 
civil rights and the polilieai status o.' 
the native innabltants of the territory 
hereby ceded to the United States 
shall be determined by congress.' and 
with the understanding preservation, 
which should lie distimtly <ummuni- 
cated to the Sultan of Jolo that this 
agreement is not to be deemed in any 
way to authorize or give tbe consent 
of the United States to the existence 
of slavery in the Sulu archipelago, a 
thing which Is made impossible by the 
13th amendment to tbe constitution of 
the United States." It is possibly un- 
necessary to call your attention to the 
fact that in the absi nre of the approv- 
al of the president it is impossible for 
ns to "have the Suln treaty" or any 
ottn treaty.

STORY WAS FALSI, 



CoL. D. U. C0IJ40N, who killed Scott et. 
Ills, in the CapiUl Hotel at Frankfort 
last winter and whom the Republi- 
cans now have on the atump as an ex- 
ponent of modem "civil liberty," ia re- 
ported to have iistil the following lan- 
guage in a speech made by him at Sal* 
yeraville, Kr.,0ct.6tb:
